Towards this and 
big improvements arc projected, 40 *thr 
largest cannery in the world will be 
situated on the Fraser. The Imperial 
and Brunswick establishment*, which 
are now situated on the river and in rlo*e 
proximity to one another, are to he join¬ 
ed together under one roof, the space In¬ 
tervening being need for storage and 
other purpose*. New machinery la to he 
Installed, and other Improvement* made 
that will taave the inatitutlon the largear 
known.
